2 of the following Table had, upon being satisfied 
of the death of the contesting candidate mentioned 
in the corresponding entry in column 3 of the said 
Table, countermanded the poll under and in accordance 
with section 52 of the said Act and reported the 
fget to the Election Commission:— 


And whereas under the said section 52, all pro¬ 
ceedings with reference to the election from each of 
the said parliamentary constituencies shall be com¬ 
menced anew in all respects as if for a new election; 

And whereas the Election Commission has re¬ 
commended the 28th December, 1984 as the date 
on which the President of India may be pleased to 
publish a notification in the Gazette of India calling 
upon the said parliamentary constituencies to elect 
a member each to the House of the People ;
